F A Proclamartion for reſtraint of killing, dreſsing, 


and eating of Fleſh in Lent, or on Fiſh dayes, appointed by the Law, 
to be heereafter ſtrictly obſerued by all ſorts of people. 


1 Hereas, fo: the benefit and tommoditie of this Our Nealme ok England, 
p as well in the maintenance of Pur Rauie and pers Ca pꝛincipall 
Aſtrengthok this Jland) as foꝛ the ſparing and increaſe of Fleſh victuall, 
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Our Kinodomes) Haue thought fit eſtſoones (and that thus timely, the better to take away the 

excuſe,and to pꝛeuent the pꝛouiſions of Fleſh that vſually men make againſt the Lentſcaſon) To ex⸗ 

pelle Our felfe and our Royall Commandement in thts behalfe : wherein without any future de- 

tlaration of Our pleaſure in this kind, we ſhall expect and requtre from all our Subiects , that due 

— taken, and that a ſtrict and continued obedience and confkozimty be peelded thereunto in all 
ng times. 

Andtherefoꝛe Wee doe ſtraitly Charge and Command all and euery perſon and perſons whatſo⸗ 
euer to whom it may appertaine; Carekullie to pꝛouide and ſee that theſe Oꝛders following may be 
duelie obſerucd and put in execution, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and luch penalties as by 
the Lawes of this Pur Nealme map be inflicted vpon the Offenders foꝛ their contempt ozneglect 
o Us and Our Lawes, whereof we ſhall ſhew Our ſelues moſt ſenſible. | 
And lirſt, wheras we find that the chiefeſt cauſe of theſe diſoꝛders hathgrowen from the Licences 
that haue bin granted to Butchers to kill and vtter fleſh contrary to Law, and that by Hur Lawes 

no ayoꝛ, Juſtice of Peace,o2 other perſon ot what degree oꝛ quality ſoeuer can grant any Licence 
in this kindẽ, And that the Lo2ds and others of Our Pꝛiuie Councell,doe by Our direction foꝛbeare 
to grant the ſame, oꝛ to giue way thereunto; Our will and plealure is vpon the penalties pꝛouided by 
Law, andſuch further punichment to be tnflicted vpon the offenders, as ſhall be thought meet, that 
noſuch Licence ſhall bee granted foꝛ the killing oꝛ vttering of fleſh , And that no Butcher oꝛ other 
perſon whatſoeuer, doe by colour thereof, kill, vtter, oz put to ſale, any fleſh tontrarie to the Lawes 
eſtabliſhed and pꝛouided in that behalfe, 

And foꝛ the auoiding offuch inconuententes hereafter, Our will and pleaſure is, That the Loꝛd 
Paloꝛ ot our City of London, and euerie other Officer & Juſtite of Peace, ſhall tall befoꝛe them, and 
lend foꝛ anyofthe leruants of any Inholders, Uictuallers,Cookes, Alehouſekeepers, Tauerners, 
andkeepers of Oꝛdinarie Tables, ãnd ſuch others that vtter victuals, # to examtue them vpon their 
toꝛpoꝛall Oathes, what Fleſh is, oz hath beene during the Lent ſeaſon, oz other dayes pꝛohibited 

pbpthe Law, dꝛeſled, killed, vttered, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, which if they ſhall refule to doe, then 
tommit to pꝛilon the ſaid ſeruants lo refufing vpon their Oathes to declare the trueth. F 
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Tord Matoꝛ ſhall allo yeerely befoze Lent, oꝛ at the beginning thereof, taule all Pnhol- 
xs of P2dinary Tables, Uictuallers, Alehoulekeepers, and Tauerners Within the City 
ies thereof, to appeare befoze him, oꝛ ſuch perſon as hee ſhall appoint meete foz that pur- 
(halltake Recognizances with ſuſficient Sureties of euery of them in goodſummesof 
ne hund2ed pounds of the Pzincipal,and their Sureties thirtie pounds aptece,to Our 
Meile any Fleſhin their Houſes in the Lent time, oꝛ at other times pꝛohibited foꝛ any 
ler it to be eaten contrary to the Taw. The like Recogntzante With Sureties, chalbe 
Aike parties vpon like p es, by the Juſtices of Peace of Our Citie of u8eſtminſter, x 
es thereof. And eueryok theſatdKecognizaunces to be certified into Our Exchequer, - 
he Bufchers and others that tome with victuallof Flech out of the Countrey to the City, 
leis, That the L oꝛd Maio? ſhall tauſe tertaine perſons to watch at the Gates and other 


an the Suburbs , where Fleſh may be brought. to view and ſearch, and to intertept the 
*ndifanyof thoſe watchmen (hall be found negligent and cozrupt in his Charge, then her to 
mitted to pꝛilon during the whole Lent.

Nes, vpon ſuch puniſhment as is due to thoſe that ſhal tontemne Our Bopall plealure and 
ment. 
much as vpon further adulte and tonſideration had that the reſtraint ofkilling and dꝛel⸗ 
is no ſufficient remedie fo2 the milchiefe, vnleſle there be better care taken allo to ſup⸗

es ofneceiticonely )vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and to bee pzoceededagainſt 
mournep Generall in Pur Court of Starre Chamber, as tontemnersok Our Royall 
Aldement, and vpon luch further penaltie as by the Lawes and Statutes of Our Realme 
lnſlicted on thoſe as ſhall wilfully offend in this kinde.

tetruemeaningof this Our Pꝛotlamation, as both they that ſhall pꝛeſume wittingly ſo to 
eotkente, as alſo the party himſelfe offending, will anſwere the ſame at their vttermoſt pe- 
eommandement being, That Our TLawes in this cale {all be Heereafter ſeucrely exetu⸗ 
mall offenders whatſocucr. | 
Wer chargingand commandingthe Toꝛd Maiozof Our City of London, the Juſtices of Al 
Welenerall Circuits, the Maiozs and chiefe Officers of all other Cities and Townes cozpo- 
ices of Peate, Loꝛds of Liberties,andall other Officers and Miniſters within the ſeuerall 
elthis Our Realine, That they and eueryofthem fully obey this Our Plealure,and cauſe 
fel — — to be obeyed and executed by others, as they will anlwere the contrary at 
mou perlls. 
the due execution of the pꝛemiſſes in all other the Counties of this Our Realme, aſwell 
ties of London and Weſtminſter, we doe hereby ſtraightly Charge and Command all 
kes of peate within the lame Counties, alwell within Liberties as without, That yeerely 
Eveere hereafter bekoze Lent, they cauſe to tome and appeare befoꝛe them all Inholders, 
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” Aterners, Alehoule-keepers, Butchers, and other Uictuallers whatloeuer, and to re- 
take okthem co Dur ble, ſeuerall Recognizances, with Sureties, foz ovſeruation of the 
n The pzmcipals in ten pounds, and their two Sureties in ſiue pounds apiece: And 
ſhall refaſe oꝛ neglect to enter into ſuch Recogiuzances, That then the ſayd Juſtices ſhall ſup⸗ 
{ah perſons lo retuſing, from Uictuallingaay moze, and ſhall alſo cauſe them fooꝛthwith to 
ne bound by Recognizance with Surcties to Our ble. (viz.) Thepaincipals in twentte pounds, 
heir two Durcties in tenne pounds apiece, not to Uictuall oz fell Beere o2 Ale from thence- 
which ik they hall refuſe to doe, then the ſayd Juſtices to commit to pꝛilon all ſuch perſons 
ing to enter into luch Becoginzance, vnttll they ſhall ſubmit themlelues, and become bound, 
ozeſayd, And further fo2 all ſuch Juholders, Cookes, Tauerners, Alchoule keepers, But⸗ 
Fand other Uictuallers as ſhall nor appeare befoze the ſald Juſtices, as afozeſaid, That they 
ediatly ſend foozth their Warrants, oz graunt Pzoceſſe againſt them and euerp of them ſo 
default to appeareandanſwere their contempt at the next generall Seſſions of the Peace. 
lndfurther fo: the moze due puniſhinent of Inholders, Keepers ofozdinary Tables, Cookes, 
thers, Uictuallers, Nlehouſe-keepers, Tauerners, and ſuch like, who ſhall fozfeit theirVecog- 
es by killing oꝛ d2eſſing of fleſh, oꝛ ſuffering it to be eaten in their houles in the Lent time, and 
＋ ſh-dayes; And to the end that the lame may bee alwell taken in due foꝛme of Law, as due⸗ 
ertified into Pur Exthequer, wee doe will and requtre all Juſtites of Peace, as well within 
Alles as without, That at ſuch times as they ſhall meet Within their ſeuerall Diuiſions , foz 
aking offuch Necogntzantes; that they giue notite to the Clerkes of the Peace, oz their Depu⸗ 
attend them fo2 that purpoſe, Of whom vote will require a ſtrict Accompt foz the Legall 
and returning ofthe ſame Recognizancesinto Our ſapd Exchequer : The ſayd Clerkes of 
Peace and their Deputies , taking fo2 the making and certifying ofthe ſame Recognizancesofall 
me-keepers, Tauerners, Cookes and Butchers, the Fee oftwo ſhillings ſire pence; And of all 
Mule keepers the Fee of twelue pence, as limited to be taken by the Clerke ofthe Peace foz Our 
ie ot Middleſer foꝛ every ſuch Recognizance, and no moze. 
ndlaſtly, fo: that the Fiſhmongers (vpon the obſeruation of the afozeſatd Oꝛders) may perhaps 
gccaſion thereby to enhance the pꝛites as well of freſh as of Dea fiſh; We doetherefozehereby 
reharge and command all Fiſhmongers whatſocuer, That they ſell and vtter their Fiſh at 
ate and vſuall Kates and p2ices : And that all Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Bailiffes,andother 
Kofficersas well within Liberties as without, to whom it ſhal appertaine, ſhal from time to time 
ah oꝛder with the laid Fiſhmongers, that Our Subiects be not grieued by any ſuch enhance- 
Woezencreaſe of pzices vpon Fiſh, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch further puniſh- 
Mas may be (inflicted vpon them by Our Lawes,
